Vice President Spivey:

E. Spivey, U-T vice president of academic affairs, told a group 
of UTMB students during his recent visit on campus. 

Dr. Spivey said that U-T administrators, from President 
A.D. Holt on down are dedicated to- and placing emphasis upon 
the philosophy of “one” U-T. ■ — 


“We're all just as much a 
part of It as any other,” Dr. 
Spivey sail. Tnis Is despite 
the fact that the 15,382 students 
of the University are scattered 
on campuses at Knoxville, 
Nashville, Martin, and Mem¬ 
phis. 

Dr. Spivey, Harold W. Read, 
vice president In charge of fi¬ 
nance, and Dr. Robert Avery, 
assistant vice president In 
charge of academic affairs, 
were on the campus, Monday, 
Aorll 15, to confer wi n the 
UTMB administration and de¬ 
partment heads. Monday after¬ 
noon they met with a group of 
students l.n the A.’l Students 
Association -oom. Dr. Spivey 
brought unofficial greetings 
from the Knxovllle Branch stu¬ 
dent government. 


ASA Petitions 
Due On April 27 

The ASA council has an¬ 
nounced the rules for nomi¬ 
nations of candidates for 1963- 
64 All Students Association 
offices. 

The rules governoring the 
nominations are primarily the 
same as last year’s. Any ASA 
representative wishing to nomi¬ 
nate a candidate must obtain 
a form from Prof. Henry Al¬ 
lison’s office on the first floor 
of the Administration Building. 
The completed form must have 
the signature of the person mak¬ 
ing the nomination, the name of 
student nominated, and names of 
twenty-five students willing to 
second the nomination for that 
particular office. A student 
wishing to make nominations for 
more than one office must fill 
out a separate form for each 
nomination. 

The completed forms must 
be returned to Mr. Allison’s of¬ 
fice by April 27. 

Other qualifcations for 
nominees are that they must be 
sophomores or juniors this 
year, and they must have at 
least a 2.0 average. 

Members of the ASA council 
set forth these rules and regu¬ 
lations because they feel 
students should think seriously 
about this election and evaluate 
carefully each candidate for his 
eligibility for the office for 
which he Is running, according 
to David Stroud, ASA head. 


In his talk to the group Dr. 
Spivey drew several com¬ 
parisons between U-T Knoxville 
and UTMB. First he said that 
he. Dr. Avery, and Mr. Read 
were very much Impressed with 
our intramural program. There 
Is a great deal mo'e activity 
per person in proportion to that 
In Knoxville, he said. This may 
be because of more Involvement 
and management. 

He stated that one thing 
which UT MB has and U-T does 
not Is the student activities 
fee. This is good, Dr. Spivey 
said. In that it makes for more 
student management. 

The parent university has a 
new honors dorm, which Dr. 
Spivey said Is working very 
well. The residence hall Is 
limited to women and It was 
the student’s own Idea. He 
suggested that UTMB students 
might give this future consid¬ 
eration. 

Dr. Spivey also mentioned 
the Interfraternity Council and 
other organizations at U-T 
Knoxville as compared to UTMB 
student groups, saying that In 
many ways their activities are 
quite similar. 

In conclusion Dr. Spivey 
asked the question "What do you 
consider necessary to make a 
really good college?” He said 
that most students first mention 
that the faculty must be alert 
and on their toes, but this Is 
not all that Is necessary. Stu¬ 
dents themselves must be am¬ 
bitious and develop a high ex¬ 
pectancy level, and they must 
realize what college Is really 
for, which Is to enable one to 
enlarge his knowledge and 
scholastic achievement. 

Later that afternoon the 
group met with UTMB faculty 
and Dr. Spivey gave a short 
talk concerning university 
affairs.

Edison's Graphophone Said 
'Mary Had A Little Lamb’

“Mary had a little lamb” - 
the first successful recording of 
sound by Thomas A. Edison In 
1876 reproduced these words 
from the familiar nursery 
rhyme. 

By comparison with the hi-fi 
sets of modern times, Edison’s 
first successful machine pic¬ 
tured here exemplifies the In¬ 
fancy of sound developlent. 

The graphophone In the 
picture accompanying this 
article, patented In 1897, 
showed marked Improvements 
over the original gramophone. 
Instead of using a brass cylin¬ 
der and a tin-foil diaphragm, 
Edison substituted a hard 
rubber disk. He also perfected 
a spring winding mechanism 
which produced steady rotations 
whereas the first machine hadto 
be turned by hand thus causing 
garbled sounds. Furthermore, 
the hard rubber disks were eas¬ 
ier to store and recordings 
could be made on both sides. 

Edison’s original idea con¬ 
sisted of an Instrument In which 
a spiral groove was cut on a 
brass drum fixed on a hori¬ 
zontal screw. As the drum ro¬ 
tated, it moved from left to 
right. The recorder consisted 
of a parchment stretched over 
the end of a 2” brass cylinder. 
In the center of the membrane 
was a steel needle. Attached 
to this needle was a stiff piece 
of spring steel, the other end 


of which was made to follow 
the grooves In the large drum. 

As sound was directed Into 
the short cylinder and against 
the membrane, the needle would 
cut grooves or Indentations of 
varying depths; thus these Ind¬ 
entations corresponded to the 
sound waves. These Identical 
sounds were reproduced simply 
by allowing a second needle to 
follow the Indentations made In 
the soft membrane and ampli¬ 
fying the sound through a speak¬ 
er. 

As we In this modern age 
enjoy the luxury of the hi-fi’s 
and stereos costing as much as 
a thousand dollars a set, let 
us not look with discredit upon 
the ancient machine pictured 
here which sold In its day for 
$18. 

To enjoy the music of one 
of Edison’s phonographs was an 
occasion for great excietment 
and the latest entertainment. 
To own one meant that you were 
the envy of the town and neigh¬ 
borhood. People would attend 
gatherings In public meeting 
places and private homes for an 
evening of entertainment with an 
Edison phonograph with the 
same degree of interest that we 
show In our sports or theatri¬ 
cal events. In our modern age, 
the color TV Is no more modern 
today and is a no greater scien¬ 
tific Invention than was this 
crude little machine to the world 
of 1897.

Only 49 vacancies remain 
in the new addition of the Wo¬ 
men’s Residence Hall out of a 
capacity of 214, according to 
Russell Duncan, student wel¬ 
fare officer. 

He said that 116 reservat¬ 
ions have been made for the 
present facilities. 

Freshmen reservations are 
about the same as last year with 
an increase in juniors and sen¬ 
iors and a decrease in sopho¬ 
mores. A number of upper¬ 
classmen have not made their 
reservations yet but are 
expected to before the end of 
the quarter, Mr. Duncan said. 

So many men students room 
in town that dormitory reser¬ 
vations are not really an accur¬ 
ate count of the number 
enrolled. Last fall quarter 415 
men lived in town. This in¬ 
cluded 72 boys in fraternity 
houses. 

Mr. Duncan said that Reed 
and Freeman Halls, dorms 
which were formerly used for 
women, will be utilized for 
male students beginning this fall 
quarter. Approximately 100 
boys can be accommodated in 
these dorms, but the growth in 
enrollment will offset this; 
therefore, approximately the 
same number will be rooming 
in town. 

There has been one more 
fraternity house added this 
quarter to the housing facilities.
